PROTESTS PRO 
FINING OF RED SOX 


Baseball Players’ Fraternity 
Objects to Penalty for 
Post-Season Game. 


The reports from American League 
headquarters to the effect’ that the 
members of. the Boston Red Sox, world’s 
champions, and other players entolled 
in the league may be fined for partici- 
pating in so-called barnstorming games 
after the close of the regular séason, 
has brought forth a vigorous protest 
from the Baseball Players’ Fraternity. 

President David L. Fultz stated yes- 
terday that the fraternity cannot recog- 
nize the right of organized baseball. to 


fine its members for such an alleged}, 


offense, and further pointed out that 
players were acting well within their 
legal rights in taking’ part in such 
games. President Fultz’s statement fol- 


lows: 

“The fraternity cannot recognize the 
right of organized baseball to fine play- 
ers for taking part in games after'the 
season is over and after their contracts 
have expired. The players have, of 
course, no right to represent any club 
without the consent of its owner, but as 
long as they trade upon their own per- 
sonal reputations they are clearly within 


their rights. 

“The relation of player to magnate is 
purely contractual, and gives no pbasis 
for the principle of paternalism which 
the magnates now attempt to inject into 
it. In addition, representatives of or- 
ganized baseball have for years con- 
ducted post-season trips in which they 
shared the receipts, and it is difficult 
for the players to see the distinction he- 
tween these trips and the ones the mag- 
nates now seek to abolis 

**T:am not discussing the advisability 
of pennant winners’ barnstorming after 
the season, as that is an entireiy aif- 
ferent matter. I am simply commenting 
upon their right to do so if. they so 
desire. 

“If, the National Commission thinks 
the alleged offense’ of sufficient impor- 
tance and that the act would be a wise 
and dignit.ea one, they have every .: 
to withhold the world series emblems 
from the Hed Sox, but as far as rining 
them is concerned that is an entirely 
different matter.’ 

President John K, Tener of the Na- 
tional League, who is a member of the 
National Commission, stated last night 
that the rule covering the Red Sox vio- 
lation of the rule prohibiting barnstorm- 
ing trips Was clear, 
The. code provides,” said President 
Tener, “that the commission shall im- 
pose an ‘ adequate penalty’ if a team 
Violates this rule. Of course, the impii- 
cation naturally is that the players will 
oe fined, but I would rather have any 
tatement concerning the fines come 
from Mr, Herrmann, who is Chairman 
of the commission. The players thor- 
sughly understand the rule and no 
world’s series team has violated it. The 
commission proposes to put a stop te 
ractices such as the game in New 

aven between the champion Red Sox 
and the semi-professional team the 
played there. I do not care to .tal 
about Mr, Fultz’s statement, as that is 
a matter which will have to 4 
cussed by Chairman Herrmann.”’ 

Mr. Tener stated that the commission 
would withhold the championship em- 
blems from the Red Sox players. The 
iwenty-six players were entitled to zold 
baseballs, studded with diamonds. They 
are valued at about $100 each. These 
gifts are paid for by the commission.

THE COLUMBIA PRIZES. 

“The institution at Columbla Univer- 
sity of prizes for excellence in literary 
achievement, under the terms of the 
bequest-of the late JosEPH PULITZER, 
will greatly increase the national .in- 
fluence of the university. The two 
prizes which will attract the most at- 
tention will be those of $1,000 each for 
thé best American novel of American 


prize winnefs will be selected from 
novels that have been published in the 
year and plays that have been acted, 
The ancient-and always futile plan of 
appointing a committee to judge of un- 
tried works from manuscript, thou- 
sands of them, will not be followed. 
There néver was @ novel or play win- 
ning a prize under that plan which 
survived the. first breath of publicity, 
It is probably a fact that all the novels 
worthy of publication are.duly accept- 
ed and published, that all plays fit to 
be acted get a public hearing in this 
era of theatrical competition. A novel 
or a play; moreover, has no existence 
until it has been published or acted. 

To gain one of these prizes will not 
enrich a novelist or a playwright, but 
if they are carefully bestowed the 
prizes will unquestionably encourage a 
‘higher aim in fiction and the drama, a 
higher order of workmanship, It is es- 
sential that these works shall have a 
wholesome atmosphere, that they shall 
tend to depict a high standard of 
American manhood and manners. The 
bestowal of the prizes will be no-easy 
task. There is an increasing number 
of Americans of both ‘sexes who write 
remarkably well, who have the knack 
of. plot and characterization. At the 
end of each year, however, compara- 
tively few of its Imaginative works 
survive In thelr original freshness. 

The prizes for books relating to 
American history and biography may 
be awarded with less difficulty. There 
are fewer such books of recognizable 
worth. As for the prizes to be award. 
ed to the newspaper which has ren- 
dered the “most disinterested and 
meritorious service” and the best edi- 
torial article written during the year; 
the award will always be beset with 
perplexities. There are 80 many 
American newspapers. ‘The Columbia 
prizes should stimulate American liter- 
ary endeavor. They ’.will assuredly 
prove a severe test of the judgment 
of the jurors appointed by the univer- 


sity. 
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THE AUTHOR OF THE SLUMP. 

“The Republican. slump has ended 
“and the pendulum is now on the

AMERICAN SHIPPING REVIVAL. 
The Norwegian liner which arrived 
Saturday brought four bankers and 
seven steamship Captains, The errand 
of the bankers was to pay_for goods 
bought here, including steamships 
built on Norwegian orders in-Ameri- 
can shipyards. The errand of the 
Captains was to take over seven 
stedmships ready for delivery at 
Seattle, two at San Francisco, and 
four at Philadelph‘a. That is a ship- 
ping boom In itself, but it is only a 
part of what Norway needs and of 
what we are doing. on other orders 
than Norway's.

RECIPROCITY FOR FRANCE. 

After visiting many. places in 
France, the American Industrial Com- 
mission, atthe end of an inquiry that 
has consumed six weeks, is now on 
its:way. home. It was heartily wel- 
comed and most hospitably enter- 
tained, -Mayors, Chambers of Com- 
merce and other organizations show- 
ing their good-will, Included in the 
area examined were those parts of 
France and Belgium in which prop- 
erty valued at $2,500,000,000 has been 
destroyed. Not only were the needs 
of France ascertained, but also much 
information was given to French 
manufacturers as to our own market 
for French products. 

In a brief preliminary report the 
Commission’s Chairman says that we 
may be sure of the economic health 
and soundness of France; that our 
commercial treaties with that nation 
should be revised: that “ each nation 
“needs to cultivate the appreciation, 
“respect, friendship, and precise un- 
derstanding of the other,” and that 
only by means of reciprocity can there 
bé a great and permanent expansion 
of trade between the two countries. 

It is this need of reciprocity that 
especially deserves consideration here. 
Our war trade relations with France 
are already intimate and important. 
France has borrowed in this country 
$660,000,000.. The latest transaction 
in the list is the negotiation of a 
credit of $100,000,000 for the accom- 
modation of a large group of French 
companies and -firms. This money 
will be used in paying for what they 
buy here. An agent of the French 
Society for Commercial Development 
has spent five months in the United 
States engaged in facilitating an in- 
terchange of products. His society 
will establish in Paris a trade bourse 
where our products are to be exhib- 
ited. If we are to take advantage of 
the opportunity for a permanent in- 
crease of our trade with France 
after the war, we must receive French 
products in exchange for our own, if 
they are offered, and so far as we 
can. France will not have much 
money, and probably for some time 
after the war will not be able to make 
full payment in goods for what she 
will desire to buy here, great quanti- 
ties of raw. material for rebuilding in- 
cludeq. But the shipment of French 
imports-in exchange for our exports 
should be encouraged, not opposed. 

—_—_—_—_——_—— 
AN EXPORT COMBINATION. 

Although the Webb bill, excepting 
manufacturers’ combinations for the 
promotion of export trade from the 
prohibition of the anti-trust law, has 
not been passed, such a combination 
has been formed, with the aid of the 
Bureau of Foreign and Domestic 
Commerce and the approval of the 
Federal Trade Commission. It is an 
export sales company representing 80 
per cent. of the Douglas fir lumber 
produced in this country, and de- 
signed to meet the competition abroad 
of the thoroughly organized lumber 
exporters of Northern Europe. Some 
time ago, when the National Lumber 
Manufacturers’ Association: proposed 
for the consideration of-the Federal 
Trade Commission a plan for the pre- 
vention of waste in the forests by 
combination, it also sought permission 
to. make combinations for export 
trade. This appears to have been 
granted. 

Because other similar associations 
will be organized, the report and 
comments of the bureau are interest+ 
ing and significant. ‘“ Without violat- 
“ing the anti-trust law, American 
“ manufacturers,” the bureau’ says, 
are to have “‘ some of the advantages” 
which the Webb, bill was to give them. 
The formation of the fir company {s 
regarded as a “most important and 
far-reaching step.” In conjunction

good as their own, none as deserving of 
divine protection and assistance. 

The differences in this respect are less 
in self-appreciation than in taste or man- 
ners. And it is not only in Europe that 
the old impulse to sing the tribal glories 
persists. Not many years ago Americans 
were notorious for asserting how much 
better and braver they were than other 
folk, and though we have moderated our 
vauntings of late, the excitements of a 
great political campaign, like the stresses 
of war, still bring out the old strains now 
and then. Ih them the primordial sav- 
age speaks exactly as he always did, and 
the Carib and the Laplander again come 
into their own.

A resolution was offered ‘aphid upon 
the Church’ that its members use their 
influence to see that all classes of the 
community should have the right to 
one day’s rest in seven. 

The Rev. Dr. Ernest M.. Stires, rector 
of St. Thomas's, New York City, was 
introduced this afternoon in the tent of 
the Social Forum, conducted under the 
auspices of the Social Service Commis- 
sion, as the rector of one of the -wealth- 
fest churches in the country and yet as 
one who was deeply interested in the 
welfare of the masses.

His pulpit today was a long packing 
case set on end, and thé tent floor was 
strewn with sawdust. Dr. Stires told 
in graphic fashion of the siege of un- 
employment which had invested the 
metropolis, and’ he said that at the 
present time there were in New York 
all the year round fully 100,000 persons 
who were unemployable in their present 
status. By this he meant that under 
the present system of keen competition 
they Gould not hold their own. 

He instanced the efforts of the Good- 
will Industries of Brooklyn, which he 
said were directed to gathering up all 
kinds of waste, and converting it with 
the aid of mén and women who were 
out of work into useful products. Thus 
persons who might not be able to work 
more than two or four or five hours a 
day, on account of their physical hand- 
icaps, were abie to earn enough to save 
their self-respect. Dr.- Stires ke of 
the efforts which were being to re- 
store to their old efficiency the. soldiers 
blinded and crippled. in the great Nuro-~ 
pean war.

“PAPILLONS” DANCED ALSO 


Audience Enjoys Two Novelties Pro- 
duced for the First Time by 
the Russian Performers.. 


When Richard Strauss was asked on 
the occasion of its first performance to 
supply a “ program" of events which 
his crehestral rondo ‘ Till Eulensplegel’s 
Merry Pranks ”’ was supposed to picture 
in musft he declined, saying he left it 
to his hearers to solve the problem, 
which was in accordance with his usual 
practice, ‘There have since been many 
attempts, semi-official and otherwise, to 


supply what Strauss had withheld, 48, 


every faithful reader of symphony Or- 
chestra program books knows. Last 
night Waslay Nijinsky tried his hand 
at it. 

The occasion was the first presenta 
tion on any stage of the ballet he has 
devised to Strauss’s music, and it 
marked in addition his first appearance 
this season with the Diaghileff Ballet 
Russe at the Manhattan Opera House, 
an injury to his-ankle having prevented 


his dancing with the company during 
its opening week. As still Partner pro- 
viding an element of novelty for the 
evening, there was the first perform- 
ance in America of ** Papillons,’’ a bal- 
let arranged to Schnmann’s piano pieces

Mr. Nijinsky -has the advantage of 
previous commentators on Strauss, 
since, while they had only cold type on 
the printed page to work with, he could 
express himself in living embodiments 
of the creatures of his imagination.

The 
stage setting and costumes, designed by 
Robert Edmond Jones, an American 
artist, were singularly striking and im- 
penamve. Lighting effects played a.more 
mportant part in this work, both seo- 
ndarily and as an end in themselves, 
than they do in almost any of the bal- 
lets the organization gives. 

Without attempting .o go into.details 
of the scenic, costume, and lighting ef.
